GERMS OF TYPHOID SWALLOWED 


BY MILLIONS WERE 
ASSIMILATED 


New York, Feb. 14.—Deputy Fire 


Chief Charles Kruger was drowned 
early today in six feet of water the 
department had poured into the sub- 
cellar of Pisehler & Company's blaz- 
ing five-story mirror factory at 217 
Canal street. Fireman Tierney was 
caught in a back draught and pain- 
fully injured and six other members 
of the department were so seriously 
overcome by smoke that the use of 
oxygen was necessary to revive them. 
Inmates of the Howard hotel and of 
neighboring 
tenement 
houses 
in 


Canal, Hester and Mulberry streets 
were driven out by the 'fire which 
threatened to sweep1 the entire block 
The fire loss was about $75,000. 


The number of injured was six and 


overcome thirty. 


Kruger lost his life through his de- 


votion to duty. Chief Croker, reahz- 
tag'the* danger of a gas explosion, had 
ordered the men to fight the fire from 
outside the building. Kruger "believed 
better work could - be done inside 
•however, ^and asked " permission 
to 


lead six men into the cellar 
The 


deputy sent all his followers except 
his driver back. 


Kruger and the driver's long ab- 


sence alarmed the firemen and res- 
cuers entered the cellar after them 
The- gas was by this time so thick 
that they hegan to fall 
unconscious 


at once and it was necessary to send 
others in to "rescue them 
At one 


time 28 men lay unconscious in the 
cellar.
